“What’s the alternative?” query 
the supporters of the amendment 
to the State Constitution's Rev­ 
enue Article, and its detractors 
answer, “It’s not really a reform 
step.” 
The question that Illinois voters 
will be asked Tuesday , among 
others, is whether to approve an 
amendment to Article 9 of the 
State Constitution. 
The proposed change would per­ 
mit the General Assembly to im­ 
pose a flat-rate state income tax 
up to three per cent. Rates from 
three to six per cent would have 
to be approved by a statewide 
referendum, and rates over six 
per cent would require a further 
amendment to the Constitution. 


If the Legislature should impose 
an income tax, personal property 
taxes would have to be abolished 
within four y ears and at least one 
per cent of the proceeds of the 
income tax must be returned to 
local taxing bodies. 
Classify Property 
The proposal further permits 
classification of personal property 
for tax purposes with the possibil­ 
ity that different rates of tax 
might apply to different classes. 
It prohibits the classification of 
real estate for tax purposes, ex­ 
cept in Cook County . 
The amendment provides for 
levy ing a more flexible sales tax 
that could exempt food and drugs 
from taxation. 
Finally , it provides for increas­ 


ing the bonding power of school 
distincts. 


To be approved the amendment 
must either receive a majority of 
all 
ballots 
cast 
in 
Tuesday 's 
election or a two-thirds majority 
of those persons voting on the 
amendment question. 
The state's revenue article has 
not been changed since the Con­ 
stitution was adopted in 1870 and 
the article is essentially the one 
included in Illinois’ Constitution 
of 1848. 
Fifth Attempt 
Attempts to make changes in 
the article have been unsuccessful 
in 1930, 1934, 1952 and 1956. 
If the proposal fails this y ear 
it will be four y ears before the 


question can be brought to voters 
again. 
Most discussion about this ques­ 
tion has centered around the in­ 
come tax enabling provision of 
the proposed amendment. 
Proponents of the change claim 
that the present Constitution will 
permit the Legislature to levy a 
flat-rate income tax but does not 
set a limit on the per cent of such 
a tax. The proposed change to 
the article prescribed limits of 
such a tax. 
In fact, the threat of an unlim­ 
ited flat-rate income tax is prob­ 
ably the strongest argument for 
passage of the amendment. 
Both political parties are on 
record against imposing an in­ 
come tax regardless of the vote 


on the revenue article amend­ 
ment. 


State Co sts lip 
However the rising costs of the 
three categories that account for 
87 per cent of state expenditures, 
schools; public aid, health and 
welfare, and highway s, make one 
realize that legislators are going 
to have to seek new sources of 
revenue and it would seem only 
a matter of time until an income 
tax is levied. 


The state levied a state prop­ 
erty tax until 1933 and this could 
be reactivated, but it is doubtful 
that legislators would consider it 
politically safe to do so. Further­ 
more the administration 
of a 
property tax is many times more 


difficult than collecting an income 
tax. 
To the harried taxpay er, then, 
it would seem a safeguard to 
have a limit set on the rate an 
income tax could not exceed ami 
the assurance that if the income 
tax is imposed the personal prop­ 
erty tax will be abolished. 
The abolition of personal pro­ 
perty taxes is the very point, how­ 
ever, where some objectors have 
raised their questions. 
Property Tax Income 
While no one objects to per­ 
sonal property not being taxed, 
there is the problem of replacing 
the revenue that now comes from 
personal property tax collections. 
Under the present arrangement, 
in Lee County 25 per cent of pro­ 


perty taxes collected come from 
assessments against personal pro­ 
perty . 
The statewide percentage 
o t 
personal property assessments to 
the total is 19 .1. 
The refund of income taxes to 
Lee County alone would have to 
be $1.6 million or leave the cof­ 
fers of some of the county ’s 88 
taxing bodies somewhat empty . 
The formula for returning to lo­ 
cal taxing bodies a portion of the 
income taxes 
collected 
is 
not 
spelled 
out 
in 
the 
proposed 
amendment. 
It specifies that at least one per 
cent of the proceeds be returned 
to local taxing bodies.

that one per cent of the proc eeds 
of a three per cent tax will not 
be nearly sufficient to replace the 
foregone personal property tax 
collections that in Illinois amount 
to about 1300 million per year. 
It has been estimated that pro­ 
ceeds from a three per cent flat- 
rate income tax would be $ 575.5 
million, and one per cent of this 
is $ 5.75 million, not $ 300 million. 
If the Legislature should decide 
it had a moral obligation to re­ 
fund the amount of personal pro­ 
perty tax collections lost by the 
abolishment of the tax the state 
would hav e to refund to local tax­ 
ing bodies about $ 300 million of 
the $ 575.5 million the income tax 
would produce thus leav ing the 
state with only $ 275.5 million for 
its effort, less than one-half. 
No Refund Limit 
There is no limit in the proposal 
to the amount the state may re­ 
fund to local 
taxing bodies. It 
could giv e all the money back, ex­ 
cept for administrativ e costs, but 
probably would not do so. 
Proponents 
of 
the 
measure 
wroukl say the amount o f taxes or 
the distribution of the money col­ 
lected is not as important as pro­ 
v iding a more equitable basis for 
assessing taxes which the amend­ 
ment does accomplish. 
One of the staunchest support­ 
ers of the amendment is the Il­ 
linois Agricultural Association. 
Ample reason for this can be 
found in the fact that 
Illinois 
farmers pay an av erage of 22.3 
per cent of their net incomes for 
taxes whereas the national av er­ 
age for farmers is 10.9 per cent. 
The striking difference for Il­ 
linois farmers plus the fact that 
property taxes hav e been doubling 
ev en’ 
10 years 
prov ides 
good 
reason for the strong support 
farmers are expected to giv e the 
measure. 
The classification of personal 
property prov isions of the amend­ 
ment could become important if 
no income tax is imposed caus­ 
ing the personal property taxes 
to be abolished. 
Intangible Assets 
More than one-half the wealth 
of Illinois today is accounted by 
intangible property and this class 
of property is rarely taxed. 
Intangible 
property 
includes 
shares of stocks o r bonds, condi­ 
tional sales contracts or any oth­ 
er paper representing v alue. 
Under the classification prov i­ 
sions of the amendment it would 
be possible to assess a lesser rate 
of tax. few: instance, on intangible 
property than against 
tangible 
assets and thus tap a source of 
rev nue that is not now yielding 
tax money. 
At the present time, it has been 
estimated, only tw’o per cent of 
intangible property in the state is 
being taxed. And under the pre­ 
sent rev enue article any such pro­ 
perty that is taxed must be at the 
rate other property is taxed, since 
no classification of property for 
tax purposes is now permitted. 
Cook County 
Failure of the amendment could 
cause some sort of choas in Cook 
County’ for one of its prov isions 
permits

real 
estate for tax purposes there. 
Classification of real estate for 
tax purposes in Cook County has 
been practiced for a long time al­ 
though it is acknowledged to be 
unconstitutional. 
The way it has worked is a 
home that in Lee County would be 
assessed at about 55 per cent of 
its actual market v alue, in Cook 
County would probably be as­ 
sessed at 20 per cent of its market 
v alue. 
This has worked out for them, 
generally their tax rates hav e 
been higher than those outside 
Cook County and their assessed 
v aluations lower. 
Commercial establishments car­ 
ry a higher percentage of actual 
v alue 
assessment 
than 
home 
dwellings and mov ing up to pro­ 
perties in Chicago’s I/>op prob­ 
ably being assessed at close to 
100 per cent of market v alue. 
What has happened is that the 
Illinois Supreme Court recently 
ruled that Cook County’s classifi­ 
cation of real estate was uncon­ 
stitutional in deciding a railroad 
tax case. 
Should the amendment fail, it is 
thought the courts now will force 
Cook County officials to stop clas­ 
sifying property’ and this is ex­ 
pected to raise the tax bills of 
home owners there by some 2% 
times. 
The measure is sure to get a big 
fav orable v ote in Code County.
